Russians Declare 
25,000 Germans 
Killed in Last 
Three Weeks

A heavy battle of tanks and men 


with the combat tempo rising with 
every hour that passes was reported 
raging on the Leningrad front Friday 
and the Russians declared 25,000 Ger- 
man troops had been killed and huge 
war supplies captured in 13-days of 
fighting around the old Czarist cap- 
itnl and at neighboring Staraya Rus- 
sa, 


It was not immediately clear whe- 


ther Russia was making a major at- 
tempt to break out of the long-be- 
sieged northern metropolis or whether 
the Germans were on the offensive 
hoping to knock out that long be-

I but I want to emphatically disagree 
with him in the statements he made on 
the floor of the Senate yesterday that 
a full and frank discussion of the labor 
situation, as affecting our national pre- 
paredness program .would disturb our 
national unity. To the contrary, ] 
believe that a national labor policy 
adopted by Congress would do much 
to unite the people of America in the 
common effort and the common sacri- 
fice that we must make ti win this 
war. We should frankly face the fact 
that today there exists in America, in 
this hour of our desperate peril, more 
disunity as affecting the progress of 
our military preparedness, more con- 
flicting opinions, and a greater crit- 
icism of all branches of our Gov- 
ernment than has heretofore existed, 
since, perhaps the very formation of 
our Republic. We are united, thank 
God, 
in our determination to win the 


war regardless of the cost. Our very 
existence as free people depends upon 
our victory. After all, this is a de- 
mocracy and what we are fighting 
for is to preserve our democratic in- 
stitutions of Govenment, our freedom 
of speech and freedom of expression. 
There exists today throughout the 
length and breadth of America, in the 
mountains and in the valleys, on the 
seashores and on 
the 
plains, an 


aroused and militant demand that this 
nation shall be stripped for action and 
victory, and that every single obstacle 
for the attainment of victory shall be 
eliminated from our public and our 
private lives.

Bloody Battle

Five Others In-

FORT DIX, N. J. — (ffij—

negro soldiers fought a bloody 15- 
minute battle on the darkened plains 
of Fort Dix Thursday night in which 
3 soldiers were shot to death and 5 
others fell in furious exchange of 
bullets. 


The sudden bitter outburst ended 


when negro and white officers appear- 
ed and ordered the embattled white 
military police and the negro enlist- 
ed men to cease firing. 


Scores of military police had been 


hastened to lay seige to the barracks 
housing negro troops from which Ma- 
jor Gage Wold ike said a fusillade of 
shots 
had- answered a bullet fire 


over the head of a fleeing negro sold- 
ier.

After all, it is the people back home 


who will fight and win this war. 
Washington may lose the war, but 
those who will fight and die to pre- 
serve the liberty of America will come 
from every section of our great coun- 
try and from every class of our popu- 
lation. 


When the people back home hear 


that they have been branded as sixth- 
columnists because of their efforts to 
increase the production of vital war 
materials and remove any and all bar- 
riers that exist to winning the war, 
such statements merely add to the 
disunity and to the criticism. A sixth- 
columnist, as I understand it, is in- 
terpreted to mean one who aids the 
fifth-columnists. 
Certainly, those in 


America who want to win this war 
and who want a more successful and 
vigorous prosecution of the war than 
has heretofore been the case cannot 
be classified as giving aid and en- 
couragement to the fifth-columnists, 
which is a term applied to those who 
arc disloyal to this country, and who 
are aiding the enemy. 


Full-page advertisements are being 


published headed "Beware the Sixth 
Column" and, by implication if not 
by direct statement, the body of the 
advertisement charges that those who 
are pursuing their Constitutional right 
to advocate changes in our laws arc 
sixth-columnists, this advertisement 
being paid for by one of the nation's 
largest labor unions. On the same 
day that the talk of sixth-columnists 
started in Washington,- the greatest 
modern American hero, General Doug- 
las MacArthur said in Australia: "One 
cannot wage war under present con- 
* 


ditions without the support of public 
opinion, which is tremendously mold- 
ed by the press and other propaganda 
forces. Men will not fight and die 
without knowing what they are fight- 
ing and dying for. The care with 
which the enemy keeps the truth from 
his people and tries to incline their 
minds toward certain channels and to 
implant certain ideas shows the weight 
he lays upon it. In the democracies 
it is essential that the public should 
know the truth." 


The sooner that we in Washington, 


the representatives of the people, ap- 
preciate the firm determination of 
those we represent to remove any and 
all obstacles to an early victory, the 
sooner this disunity, about which we 
have heard so much, will disappear.

He is 33, a Presbyterian 
and a Mason, is married and lias two 
small daughters. 


He was employed by the State of 


Arkansas in the 1941 session of the 
General Assembly to write and com- 
pile the record of proceedings of the 
Senate, which post is excellent train- 
ing for the legislative post he is seek- 
ing. 
By training and business exper- 


ience he is fully qualified to repre- 
sent Hempstead county in the legis- 
lature.

Such a blank freezing order, to be 


applied at both retail and wholesale 
levels, has been discussed for some 
time, responsible sources said and the 
meetings have been frequently re- 
cently. 


A definite decision has not been 


reached, it was said. 


The action yet forthcoming would 


take form of permanent freezing ord- 
er cutting prices back to levels of 
some choosen date, probably several 
montlis ago.

hour, Mrs. Herbert Evatt. Her un- 
heralded arrival in America with her 
husband, Australia's foreign minister 
and attorney general, holds as much 
drama for Australians as did the land- 
ing of Mrs, MacArthur in the land 
down under. 


When I met American-born Mrs. 


Evatt in her New York hotel suite 
shortly after she stepped into this 
country from an exciting (censored, 
censored) trip, she made it clear that 
American women can expect to take 
an increasingly important part in this 
state of total war.
